Cost Region Half Million 

Yearly, Pregcnzer Says 



Drastic reatrlctlons recently enact- 
ed In the game and fiah laws of Illi- 
nois deprive tfils locality of a holf 
million dollars revenue each year, 
Ray Pregenxcr, well known sportg- 
nmn and contractor of Omsa Lake, 
revdaled at the dinner given by C. K, 
Andoraon and ofllclala of the First 
! Nutolnal Bank of 'Antloch at Club 
Cedar Great Tuesday night. 

Tliore Is scarcely sufilclent reason 
why aportsmen should be deprived of 
approximately 27 weeks fishing and 
hunting each year, Pregenzor said, 
citing that the fishing season had 
been moved forward until there was 
no spring fishing at all and now that 
tho waterfowl shooting season had 
been rcduc^id to two days a week. 
Those drastic restrictions have cut 
tho revenue, not only of thoae who 
cater directly to sportsmen, but of 
everyone engaged In business In this 
locality. His estimate Is that |500- 
OOO Is loat to the community each 
year.

Pregen- 
zer and others will seek changes In 
tho game and fish laws by having- the 
matters presented to the state legis- 
lature at the next session.

Last year according to the United States News, the 
American people p:iid $1,035,000,000 for medical ser- 
vices, $2,160,000,000 for fuel and light, $3,600,000,- 
000 each for clothing and for home rental, $7,650,000,- 
000 for the most basic necessity of all. fxxxl — AND 
$9,000,000,000, FOR TAXESI 

The increase in taxation — local, state and national 
— is the most startling and menacing economic develop- 
ment since the world war. It was not so long ago that 
wc used to pity overtaxed European countries, in the 
belief that we were escaping their experience. Today, 
with the cost of all forms of government soaring in the 
face of diminishing taxable assets and earnings, we arc 
very close to the European level. Recently England, 
one of the heaviest taxed countries, enjoyed a general 
tax reduction, made in the interest of industrial re- 
covery. Tlic United States, unhappily, has no such 
prospect. 

A great part of the tax money docs nothing to en- 
courage industry — some of it is actually used for proj- 
ects and experiments which discourage and throttle 
private Initiative, retarding employment, rather than in- 
creasing it. It is a bar, not a spur, to purchasing 
power. It stands in the way of investment, industrial 
expansion, farm and home ownership. It is creating a 
vast, wasteful and inefficient bureaucracy which waxes 
fat while the public which supports it starves. 

Industrial recovery and employment are inextric- 
ably bound up with the tax problem. Until govcrn- 
xnent retrenches, all our efforts to go forward will be 

largely futile.

fn these trying times, it will benefit every citizen if 
he looks backward into a nation's past. One hundred 
and fifty-eight years ago the Revolution came to an 
end. A handful of patriots, who had suffered great 
privations for long years of war to break the bonds of 
governmental oppression, marched home. Shortly af- 
terwards they established the United States of Amer- 
ica — and for the first time in world history liberty and 
equality became the fundamental governmenal princi- 
ples of a great nation. 

There is danger that, in our effort to obtain tem- 
porary benefits and favors, in order to meet a periodic 
depression ("casual embarrassment" in the life of a 
nation, as Thomas Jefferson described it) we as a people 
will lose pare of the great heritage that was handed 
down to us by our forefathers. Today the Constitu- 
tion is under attack — critics would have us believe 
that it has outlived its usefulness, and is only a scrap 
of paper. If the Constitution Is outmoded, so is lib- 
erty, so is the right to the pursuit of happiness, so is 
the right to ownership of property, and the privilege 
and duty of working and saving for one's self. The 
Constitution deals with the basic principles of liberty, 
equality and freedom from oppression which arc as time- 
less as the seas. 

Every American citizen should resolve to do all in 
his power to maintain constitutional liberty — liberty 
which was won with blood at Yorktown.

V We atarted from Sautter Crook the 
mornlcK of July 3, 1859, oxpectliifc at 
Sun FraiiclBco a aleamer would ho 
WHllIng for pasBongerB. It was not 
and wo npciit tho Fourth tliero and 
wonderfully enjoyed It for wo bad 
never Bcea much nf soldlorn or army 
maneuvom. All iho Drinclpal couu- 
llos wore reprcaontcd hy men In uni- 
form, and with many Hue horses. We 
nnw It all from tho balcony of tho 
Trcmout hotel. Tho next day, no 
boat having arrived, those who did 
'not euro to watt lonsflr looked among 
the tramp etauiuera and all sorla at 
unsoaworthy old tuhw, for a chaiico to 
C0l away. H\x hundred and forty of 
us went aboard one, and soon found 
wc had uadti u mistake, but thcrti 
■corned no oth&r way, as tlie main- 
line Iwola wero very Irregular. Our 
boat lacked everything a boat ahould 
bo BuppUcd wItb;'for one thing, they 
had not taken on enough wutor, and 
what there was appeared to have 
boon IQ fllthy old tanks until It was 
too thick and implied too loud lo 
drink. Ono day thcro came a ahower, 
and all were on doftk to catch tha 
rain, aonio wHb towoU or handkar- 
chiefs to drink tho water wruns Irou 
thorn. So many complaints wera 
made lo the captain, that he conclud- 
ed he wonid stop at Accapulco, which 
bottcrttd conditions tia he was able to 
Sttt Tury good water by waltins for 
the natlTes to brine ii from back tn 
tko hlllB lu kegs on donkeys. It was 
ftlow work, and he could not gat a aut- 
latoQl supply. Thcro being bo many 
•Z us wo never had enough, twt did 
»at «aK«r. At this port wc wore very 
)^»ialouji uatil invited to laud, aa 
kliara was always some kind of war 
9oUi| oa. 

Co tks atptaln had a guQ Ared and 
<M not dare drop anchor, but kept 
ataamtug around tho little harbor 
■Btll, In answer, a ewn waa flrcd from 
Iks fort almost over us. Then wo 
cast anchor, and olllcera came on 
board to aeo what wo wanted. Wa 
wero given permission to go ashore, 
as some did. The natives brought to 
us boatloads of oranges, limes, banan* 
OS aiid otlier fruits. Here the harbor 
cannot be seen from the ocean, there | 
boing Just a 
enough tp lat a boat go . slowly 



and had never worn any other; 
clothes there, not holng necessary for 
old or young, wore noldom worn. 

What made It more necessary to 
stop here for water wuh that when 
nnt moro than six days out of San 
Francisco, at eleven o'clock at night 
there was an alarm of fire. All 
turned out In abort order, but the 
crow was quick enough to faaten 
down tho hatches before many could 
got on deck. If tlioy had, It might 
have capsized tho old tub. At two In 
tho morning tho worst of the firo was 
ovi!r, hut It afforded exciting times 
while It lasted. We know thoro wore 
not enough i)OotB lo hold ono third 
of the people, and perhaps not a boat 
would have _ lasted to reach land. 
Onecan see human nature at Us worst 
and best at such a time. There waj* 
n little woman on board by the name 
of Coffic, almost a girl, who had loft 
her husband In San FVanclaco and 
was going to Now York her home, 
with two little children less than 
three years old. Ono would scarce 
look her way for courage, but she aat 
in tho saloon, dry eyed and still, both 
children in her arms and all In their 
night clothes while others wero rush- 
ing around like orniy people. She 
aeomed to find comfort In the thought 
that her children would go with her. 
In the morning, there was a crowd of 
tired but happy pepole. The water 
in the tanks had been uacd to fight 
fire; thua we must atop as wo did, at 
Acapulco. 

No Complaint of California 
Railing on, whon we came In sight 
of tho city of Panama with prospect 
of soon landing for a fow hours, it 
seemed too good lo ho true. There 
,was no harbor there In *59, so steam- 
ers could get no nearer than two 
miles. So we were met hy what were 
called lighters, taken inland, and then 
had to take small boats to reach 
shore, or bo carried on the backs of 
the natives. In a chair. 

We crossed tho Isthmus by rail, 
forty-eight miles to Asplnwal, now 
called Colon, where there was a nice 
dwip harbor. All but myself I think, 
enjoyod tho trip across, but for me 
car sickness was as bad as sea sick- 



would not have been content, even it 
I had not found out tho names, not 
to havo known more about tho Jour- 
ney homo, for I always loved Oeog- 
rapliy. 

1 do not know how many days 11 
took to fench New York, but it was 
a beautiful Sunday morning. The 
churcli bolls wero sending their do- 
llghtful chimes to us across the 
water, and some of the passongers 
sang "Homo Again, Homo Again." 
but It was not onr home. We were 
In tho city several days sight seeing 
and trading, as before we crossed the 
Isthmus ot Panama wo threw over- 
board ono trunkkful of clothes wo had 
worn until thin, to save the high rate 
of baggage. We hud slartcd as light 
as possible, very Utile baggage being 
allowed, and now needed something 
to wear until we were settled In a 
homo of our own, and could work at 
our leisure. 

We went from Now York to Oswe- 
go, where my mother's relatives had 
lived since Uicy came to America 
years before; here wo stayed aomo 



time, I don't romember how long. 
From there Mart Howard, who waa 
returning with us, went to ills father's 
home at I'olaskI, where lie atnyed 
until November. Tlien he again 
Joined us at Antloch, Illinois, where 
my paronls bad located on a farm, 
and here we were married on January 
1. 1860. Here my sister nroala H., 
was I)orn, March. 19, 1801. She now 
lies buried In tho cemetery at Wau- 
kcgan, Illinola, having died in 184G, 
at Arlington, South Dakota. My 
father died In Waukegan In 1881, my 
mother In Antloch, 1891; my husband. 
Mart Howard, in Antloch In 1898. 
Tliey all lie In Union Cemetery, In 
the township of Antloch. Illinois, from 
which place the long Journey waa bo- 
gun. And wero I but a little young, 
er, I would like to go again to Cali- 
fornia. 

I do think that If all had to get 
thore as my family did, they would 
have no complaint lo make, either of 
Ita cilmato or people.

"Actual feeding trials have shown that 
the best of hcmt cannot eat enough 
jraln to itroduce more than 80 eggs 
a year. Tho common grains contain 
more fat producing elements but not 
eaough of the principal ogg-forming 
element called protein for moat eco- 
nomical production."

The hens 
fed on mash and gruin also laid larger 
eggs, and their liatcluiblllty ' was In- 
creased. 

Fourteen days to mako yolks, but 
only one day for whiles.
